REPORT OF 


ENGINEERS OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Board of Engineers of the Hinsdale Fire Depart- 
ment respectfully submit the following report : 

During the past year there has been but one alarm of 
fire, that of April 21st, caused by a fire in the woods of Hol- 
ton and Gale, which was soon extinguished, and caused but 
little damage. 

On May 18th the Department had a parade, after which ~ 
the Hook and Ladder Company, the Hose Companies and 
the Engine Company gave an exhibition of their proficiency, 
for which prizes were generously given by the citizens of the 
town. Each company did creditable work. In the evening 
the Department gave a ball at the Town Hall, which was 
well attended, and the net proceeds realized therefrom were 
$18.20, to which sum Hon. C. J. Amidon contributed $10.00, 
and the sum was expended in purchasing rubber coats and 
hats for the pipemen. It is believed that an annual parade 
and exhibition would be beneficial. 

’ There has been 1100 feet of four-inch iron pipe laid the 
past. year, at an expense of $654.50. This pipe has been 
thoroughly tested, and proves satisfactory. 

The Board of Engineers recommend that a sum not _ ex- 
ceeding $200.00 be raised and appropriated for the purchase 
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of new hose; also the sum of $300.00 for the support of the

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SLALISTICAL REPORT. 


Parents and Guardians. : 


The Board of Education herewith present for your consid- 
eration their report for the school year ending March 1, 1890. 
The report contains the usual statistics as required by law, 
and such suggestions and explanations, in the form of general 
remarks, as the present conditions of our schools seem to de- 
mand. 

You will find by comparing the statistical table with that of 
former years, that the average daily attendance is much less, 
owing to the large amouut of sickness during the winter term; 
but notwithstanding this serious hindrance to successful 
school-work, such has been the energy displayed upon the 
part of our teachers that the regular course of study has not 
materially suffered thereby. 

The whole number of scholars of the town not less than five 
years of age who have attended school not less than two weeks 
during the year, is, as learned from the school registers, 428. 

The Selectmen in the month of April, 89, reported to us 
their enumeration of the children of the town between the 
ages of five and fifteen years to be 379. Boys 201; girls 178. 
We also report the number of children between the ages of 
five and fifteen years who have not attended school the re- 
quired number of weeks is 28. Boys 16; girls 12.

GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


FREE TEXT BOOKS AND SCHOOL SUPPLIES FOR PUPILS. 

On the first day of January of the present year the new Text 
Book Law came into force, and we deem it proper to quote 
the twoimportant sections : 

‘Section 1.—The School Committee of every city and 
town shall purchase, at the expense of each city or town, text- 
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books and other supplies used in the public schools, and said 
text-books and supplies shall be loaned to the pupils of said 
public schools free of charge, subject to such rules and regu- 
lations as to care and custody as the School committee may 
prescribe; provided, that in purchasing the first supply of 
text-books under this act the school committee may effect a 
change in the text-books previously and then in use upon any. 
subiect.”’ 

“Section 2.—Pupils supplied with text-books at the time of 
the passage of this act s hall not be supplied with similar books 
by the committee until needed.” 


It will be observed that, by the provisions of this law, not 
only text-books, but school supplies, such as paper, slates, 
pencils, and all other things needed for school work, are fur- 
nished or rather loaned the pupils free of charge. But it must 
be understood that these supplies are to be furnished sy stemat- 
ically, and are not to be called for indiscriminately in accord- 
ance with the fancied wants, whims or caprices of the pupils. 
The teacher is expected to be the judge of what text-books, 
etc., are needed for each pupil, and all supplies will be forth- 
coming under his or her directions, subject to the approval of 
the committee. The law leaves it with each School Board to 
make such rules and regulations for the preservation and cus- 
tody of books as may be deemed best. "These will be an- 
nounced at the beginning of the next term. _ It is sufficient to 
say now in general terms, that each parent or guardian will 
be held responsible for the loss or injury of any book leaned a 
pupil, beyond the wear of careful usage, and will be expected 
to make good the same ; it is probable that some regulations 
will also be made in regard to the carrying away of books and 
supplies from the school room. | 

Asa matter of course, the adoption by the State of this sys- 
tem brings with it an additional expenditure of money, which 
it will be necessary to raise in order to carry out the provisions 
of the law. 
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b BURL ADT SMEAD SYSTEM OF HEATING.’ 


At the last annual meeting the District oo to raise the 
sum of $600 for the purpose of furnishing steam heat for the 
Upper Bridge Street school house. On examination and in- 
quiry it was found that the work could not be done for that 
sum, and thereupon a special meeting was called later, for the 
purpose. of raising an additional amount. In the meantime 
many favorable reports had been received in regard to the 
superiurity of the Ruttan-Smead System of heating over others, 
and at this special meeting an agent of the above nimed sys- 
tem was present and gave some account of its advantages 
over all others, and also made an estimate that it could be put 
in here for $1,400.. The district accordingly voted to raise 
$800 more for this purpose. The expense of putting in this 
system exceeded the estimate then made, and it was found 
impossible to complete the work for the sum first named ; the 
school board was therefore obliged to draw from the schoal 
money for funds to finish the payment. 

Those who will make an examination of this system of heat- 
ing now in operation at the Upper Bridge Street schoolhouse, 
cannot fail to see that it necessitated quite a large outlay, the 
brickwork alone costing much more than the first figures giv- 
en would indicate, but there is satisfaction in knowing that 
the system is a success, and is warranted by the contractors 
for seven years. It has been a hard matter in times past to 
warm this schoolhouse properly. There were many days in 
the coldest weather when it was impossible for the several 
schools in this building to be in session during the earlier part 
of the day because of the imperfect facilities for warming the 
house. At the present time we have there a system of heat- 
ing which works perfectly with proper management, and is 
acknowledged to be far superior to the old methods. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


We are glad to report the High School as being .at the pres- 
ent time in a prosperous condition, and that thejunpils are 
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doing good work and making commendable progress. The 
Board of Education was fortunate in securing, early in the 
year, the services of Mr. Robert A. Ray of Concord, as prin- 
cipal,—a teacher of large experience, and full of enthusiasm 
and love of his chosen work. Of course pupils cannot fail to 
catch something of this same spirit from a faithful, earnest 
teacher, and the consequence has been that the school is more 
than ever ona firm basis, and a power for good in this com- 
munity. Quite recently the pupils have given a public exhi- 
bition of their proficiency in the all-important branch of elocu- 
tion by an entertainment with prize-speaking at the town hall. 
which in point of excellence far exceeded the expectations of 
our citizens,-—a credit to the school and to the town, and 
moreover brought into the High School treasury the hand- 
some sum of $82, to be expended in purchasing chemical and 
philosophical apparatus. The plan of speaking for prizes was 
adopted by the Principal for the purpose of inciting in: pupils 
a laudable desire to excel ina much neglected branch of elo- 
cution, and its beneficial results were apparent in the marked 
success ofall the participants. 


In order to bring our High School up to the level of those 
in other places, some additional branches of study should be 
introduced, and tkis would make necessary the employment 
of another teacher. Our present teachers are already over- 
worked, have more classes on their hands than they can do 
justice to, and the town should consider the advisability of 
raising an additional sum of money for the purpose of furnish- 
ing a third teacher for the High School, so that some addi- 
tional branches may be incorporated in the course of study 
and the teachers enabled to bestow more time and attention 
upon each class. 

CONCLUSION. 

The public schools of the town have as a general rule been 
successful the past year. As is always the case there have 
been differe nt degrees of excellence and occasional failures in 
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discipline, but.as a whole there has been. progress in the right 
direction. : 

It is true that the Town System has done away with the 
old interest and rivalry that used to exist between districts, 
and removed the management of the schools from prudential 
committees and neighborhoods and placed it upon a broader 
basis, yet parents should not for this reason abate or lose 
their interest in our common schools, but be ever ready to 
lend a helping hand,, strengthen and support teachers by a 
cordial and hearty co-operation, and so make our schools 
broad roads toward intelligence, prosperity and virtue.
